
Crowds turn out as 
fair returns to town 


Hundreds of people filled 
Northampton town centre 
this week for the St Crispin's 
Street Fair. 

A total of 51 fairground rides and 
attractions including a 40-metre 
high thrill ride and a sling-shot bun¬ 
gee were constructed in Abington 
Street, the Market Square and Gold 
Street, as the event made its return 
to Northampton after eight years. 

Despite some cold and rainy 
weather the fair, which ran from 
Sunday to Tuesday, attracted a large 
crowd of people of all ages on all 
three days. 

Councillor Brandon Eldred, cabi¬ 
net Member for Community En¬ 
gagement, said: “We did not realise 
there would be so many big rides. 

“The organisers have done a fan¬ 
tastic job to keep disruption to a 
minimum. The crowd is a lot bigger 
than expected and we have rides for 
people of all ages. 

“It is nice to bring the fair back 
and give people another reason to 
come into the town centre.” 

Councillor David Mackintosh, 
leader of the council, said the coun¬ 
cil would review the success of the 
year’s fair and then decide whether 
to make it a permanent fixture in 
the town calendar of events. 

Councillor Mackintosh said: “We 
have been talking to all the shop 
owners in the town and listening 
and responding to any concerns 
they may have had about the fair be¬ 
ing in town. 



“We are trying to enhance the at¬ 
traction of the town centre for peo¬ 
ple of all ages.” 

The organisation of the fair was 
carried out by Albert Evans and 
John Greatorex who booked fair¬ 


ground rides from all over the coun¬ 
try. 

Mr Greatorex said: “We have got 
a lot of traditional rides for older 
people and then some thrill rides for 
the teenagers. 


“We were disappointed when this 
street fair closed as it was one of the 
top five in the country. If this fair 
can continue being held we believe 
it could become the best in the coun¬ 
try.” 


Mum in labour 
turned away 
from hospital 

PARAMEDICS had to deliver a 
baby in a block of flats on Tuesday 
in Northampton 25 minutes after 
the mum was told she was not 
ready to give birth. 

Giedre Uzukauskaite went into 
Northampton General Hospital at 
1.15am on her due date but after 
an examination was sent home 
despite her painful contractions. 
Her waters broke three hours 
later with contractions very close 
together and she was driven to 
hospital again, expecting to be 
admitted. 

However she said she was told she 
could not be examined again until 
four hours after the first one. 

She went home, to Northampton 
House in Wellington Street, at 
5.15am and the baby, Gabriella, 
was born at 5.40am. 

Miss Uzukauskaite said: “The con¬ 
tractions were every two minutes 
and I was in great pain yet there 
was apparently a policy saying no¬ 
body could be re-examined within 
four hours. 

“The fact the evidence said the 
baby was coming should have 
overridden everything else. 

“I had no pain relief and if the ba¬ 
by’s father had not been here the 
paramedics could not have even 
gained access to the flatblock. 
Sending me home was dangerous.” 
An NGH spokesman said “We are 
sorry to hear that Ms Uzukauskai¬ 
te is unhappy with the advice and 
care provided by Northampton 
General Hospital. We have con¬ 
tacted her to agree the terms of a 
formal complaint about her treat¬ 
ment, and we are now carrying 
out a full investigation into the 
concerns she has raised.”

Moving forward with 
regeneration projects 


Key steps have been 
taken to push forward 
three major regenera¬ 
tion projects across 
Northampton. 

Two Compulsory Purchase 
Orders (CPOs) have been ini¬ 
tiated for land on the Avon, 
Nunn Mills, and St Peter’s 
Waterside sites, which would 
free up both for redevelop¬ 
ment. 

And an archaeological dig 
has been carried out at North¬ 
ampton Station ahead of its 
£20 million redevelopment, 
to confirm the location of the 


old Northampton Castle. 

West Northamptonshire 
Development Corporation 
(WNDC) has initiated the two 
CPOs, the first for the Avon 
Nunn Mills site, a 20-hectare 
piece of land currently owned 
in part by Avon, Persimmon 
and Taylor Wimpey. An in¬ 
quiry will start at Franklin’s 
Gardens on November 13. 

The University of North¬ 
ampton is interested in build¬ 
ing its new campus on the site, 
but at the moment no develop¬ 
ment is possible before a link 
road is built and this cannot 


happen until the ownership 
of this section of road is re¬ 
solved. 

A previous deal to buy the 
land fell through because 
an agreement could not be 
reached with Persimmon and 
Taylor Wimpey. 

WNDC says the order is 
“fundamental” to the site’s 
redevelopment. 

The second CPO is on a 
piece of land on the St Pe¬ 
ter’s Waterside development, 
which runs between the rail 
station and St Peter’s Way 
roundabout. The inquiry into 


this starts on November 20, 
also at Franklin’s Gardens. 

Decisions from the Govern¬ 
ment on both CPOs can take 
up to six months from the 
point the inquiries finish. 

Council leader, Councillor 
David Mackintosh (Con, Rec¬ 
tory Farm), said: “We all need 
to work together to make sure 
these projects are delivered, 
including the relocation of 
the university site. 

“It is important for the 
town’s future. The CPOs are 
progressing as these things 
do.” 


Castle wall found in rail station dig 


Remains of the walls of 
Northampton Castle have 
been discovered at an ar¬ 
cheological dig ahead of 
the £20 million redevelop¬ 
ment of the town’s rail sta¬ 
tion. 

Preparations for the 
development start tomor¬ 
row, and the dig was held 
to learn more about the 
building which once stood 
on the site. 

Experts from Northamp¬ 
tonshire Archaeology dug 
a trench within the area 
currently used for short- 
stay car parking, and dis¬ 
covered part of an old stone 


wall, a stone line drain and 
a late-Saxon pit. 

Northampton Castle was 
situated on part of the 
current station site, but it 
is believed most remains 
were destroyed and dis¬ 
placed over time as the rail¬ 
way was developed. 

Andy Chapman, senior 
archaeologist with North¬ 
amptonshire Archaeol¬ 
ogy, said: “We opened the 
trench yesterday and we 
are down on the cobbles of 
the old station yard. 

“I didn’t expect this level 
of preservation. It is really 
well preserved. The pottery 


is medieval, it is exactly 
the right date. It is a really 
interesting find.” 

Located in the North¬ 
ampton Enterprise Zone, 
the new station will be al¬ 
most twice the size of the 
existing building, which is 
already at capacity during 
peak hours. 

The detailed design will 
be finalised this year, with 
main construction works 
due to commence in 2013 
and complete in 2014. 

West Northamptonshire 
Development Corporation 
says it has shortlisted two 
contractors to carry out 


the work. 

Council leader, Coun¬ 
cillor David Mackintosh, 
(Con, Rectory Farm) said: 
“We want to make sure as 
we move forward with the 
station, we respect the his¬ 
torical site. 

“This was a very impor¬ 
tant part of Northampton’s 
history, but also the coun¬ 
try’s. 

“This is the entrance 
most people have to North¬ 
ampton. 

“It is not very inspiring 
and is pretty shabby. We 
want to create something 
iconic.”

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A dad and son who 
shocked audiences by re¬ 
jecting £50,000 for their 
wheelbarrow invention on 
Dragons' Den are celebrat¬ 
ing hitting £1 million in or¬ 
ders. 

Joe and Mike Smith turned 
down the offer from Duncan Ban- 
natyne and Hilary Devey for 50 
per cent of their business, in an 
episode of the hit TV show which 
aired last month. 

The dragons slammed the 
pair’s attitude, but they are now 
expecting sales of 100,000 units 


a year for their invention, which 
increases the capacity of a wheel¬ 
barrow by 300 per cent. 

Joe, aged 32, of Kingsthorpe 
Grove, Northampton, and dad 
Mike, aged 54, who lives in West 
Yorkshire, set up their company 
GreanBase 14 months ago. 

They can now count Homebase 
and Tesco Direct among their 
customers. 

Joe said: “The show hasn’t 
done us any harm at all, but it’s 
off the back of 18 months’ hard 
work. 

“Some people thought I was 
daft. They know exactly what 


I am like and what my father is 
like, so they are not that sur¬ 
prised. It was always going to be 
a ‘no’, but I was going to be a bit 
more nice about it than my dad. 

“Long-term the plan is to con¬ 
solidate in the UK and push into 
Europe, then attack the US and 
Australia.” 

Speaking about the show, Joe 
explained his tactics.

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£52m 90-bed 
psychiatric 
hospital to 
open by 2014 



A £52million programme will see 
a new 90-bed psychiatric hos¬ 
pital up and running on the site 
of a former Northampton school 
within two years. 

St Andrew’s Healthcare, the UK’s larg¬ 
est mental health charity, will have the 
new facility operating by the end of 2014 
on the Cliftonville Middle School site 
which closed eight years ago. 

It is the central part of an overall devel¬ 
opment that will also see the former plan¬ 
ning offices of Northampton Borough 
Council, Cliftonville House, transformed 
into an administrative headquarters for 
the charity while the adjacent Nene Cen¬ 
tre will be refurbished as a training cen¬ 
tre for staff. 

The new hospital will have 400 staff 
working there and the project is likely to 
create up to 200 jobs in all areas from spe¬ 
cialist doctors and nurses to occupation¬ 
al therapists and other healthcare posts. 

Professor Philip Sugarman, chief ex¬ 
ecutive at St Andrew’s said: “These de¬ 
velopments will strengthen our position 
as the UK’s leading provider of specialist 
care and as the country’s only independ¬ 
ent national teaching hospital.” 

He said the new hospital would be ca¬ 
tering for relatively low-level psychiat¬ 
ric patients, adding to the existing care 
which St Andrew’s provides across a 
wide spectrum, including the treatment 
of mental illness, autism, brain injuries 
and elderly care. 

He said: “The work at Cliftonville is 
projected to be finished and ready to go 
by the end of 2014 by which time there 
will be about 3,000 people working full 
and part-time post at the site.” 

Professor Sugarman said St Andrew’s 
had both the capacity and outline plan¬ 
ning permission for a further 90-bed unit 
on the site which could be built at a later 
- as yet unspecified - date.

A student who was left 
fighting for her life after 
the Lava & Ignite crush 
says she is "not the same 
person" a year after the 
tragedy. 

Abigail Atakora, aged 22, from 
south east London, travelled to 
Northampton on the fateful night 
last October from her university 
home in Canterbury, where she is 
doing a degree in early childhood 
studies. 

She paid £15 for a ticket and 
coach for the Wickedest Wick¬ 
edest night, held at the St Peter’s 
Way nightclub, on October 18. 

As she tried to collect her coat 
at the end of the night she was 
caught up in the crush of people 
that claimed the life of Nabila 
Nanfuka, aged 22, and Laurene- 
Danielle Jackson, aged 19. 

Abigail was left in Northamp¬ 
ton General Hospital for 10 days, 
lay unconscious for more than 
two of them. 

One year on, she still suffers 
from bouts of depression, mem¬ 
ory loss, panic attacks, as well 
as migraines and hip and chest 
pains. She has not been to a large 
nightclub since. 

She said: “I’ve been out since, 
but I haven’t been to a place like 
Lava & Ignite with that capacity 

“I don’t want to go to a place 
like that and have something hap¬ 



pen so I am just taking care of 
myself. 

“I’m not the same person I was 
last year.” 


Asked about the night, she 
said: “I can’t remember anything. 
I can’t remember having fun or 
not. 

“I know I was taking pictures 
because I got my camera back 
and the photos were still on it. 

“I took pictures of my friends 
and of myself and I remember 
lining up at the cloakroom wait¬ 
ing for my jacket and as I was 
waiting I looked over to my left 
and I saw some people from my 
uni leaving and I told them Tm 
coming’. 

“People were shouting in my 
ear and then people started mov¬ 
ing around and shifting. I was 
used to it because the clubs I was 
used to going to were busy. 

“But I didn’t even get to the 
front of the cloakroom. People 
coming out of the club were try¬ 
ing to get through the people at 
the cloakroom. 

“Everyone started pushing and 
then I started getting pushed. I 
was used to people pushing, but 
the pressure was not normal. 

“Then I fell down and I could 
feel people stepping on me and I 
was shouting ‘get off me, get off 
me’. I tried to get up, I tried to 
swing my body round so I could 
hold on to a bar, but then more 
people fell on top of me. 

“Then I blacked out and when 
I woke up I was in the hospital in 
Northampton.”

Police welcome 
drop in number 
of complaints 
against officers 


Northamptonshire Police chiefs 
have welcomed a 30 per cent 
fall in the number of complaints 
made against officers. 

The Independent Police Complaints 
Commission (IPCC) figures show the 
number of complaints made against 
police officers up and down the country. 

As reported in the Chron in May, 
Northamptonshire Police recorded 376 
complaints against officers, compared 
with 535 the previous year. The figures 
represent a 30 per cent fall. Just 14 forc¬ 
es had fewer complaints in the last 12 
months. 

Wootton Hall bosses have hailed the 
reduction as “more than three times the 
national average across England and 
Wales”. 

It comes after a 42 spike in complaints 


two years ago, and an 11 fall last year. 

Chief Inspector Mark Taylor, from 
the Professional Standards Department, 
said: “Since August 2011 we have fur¬ 
ther improved our service by adapting 
our processes to record complaints in 
just 24 hours, not the national average 
of 10 days, as we feel this better meets 
the needs of our public - this is a signifi¬ 
cant step for us and our communities. 

However, the fall comes after a 42 per 
cent increase was recorded just one 
year earlier which officers claimed was 
because of confrontational police tac¬ 
tics and an easier system to make and 
register complaints. 

The figures show a reduction in the 
number of allegations from 619 to 492 
this year, a 21 per cent fall. 

The national average was an eight per 
cent reduction.

Cost of renting a 
home could rise, 
says new report 


The cost of renting a house 
in parts of Northampton¬ 
shire could increase by 
more than almost any¬ 
where else in the country, 
according to a new report. 

Figures contained in Home 
Truths 2012, compiled by the Na¬ 
tional Housing Federation, have 
revealed that between 2012 and 
2020, rents in the region are pre¬ 
dicted to rise by more than half 
(53 per cent), with the average 
monthly rent moving from £511 
in 2012 to £784 in 2020. 

South Northamptonshire is 
expected to see the greatest in¬ 
crease of anywhere in the East 



Midlands. 

Chris Hobson, East Midlands 
lead manager for the National 
Housing Federation, said: “It’s 
crunch time for the housing mar¬ 
ket. 

House prices and rents are set 
to rocket across Northampton¬ 
shire and the wider East Mid¬ 
lands and many families are al¬ 
ready really struggling to afford 
their home, so the situation’s just 
going to get much worse. 

“A whole generation is now at 
risk of being priced out of rent¬ 
ing a home, let alone buying one 
and that has a huge impact on 
people’s lives. 

“Being unable to afford the 


homes they need stops people 
from moving for work and it even 
deters young couples from start¬ 
ing families.” 

The report claims that years 
of not building enough homes 
has led to rising rental and house 
prices, leaving thousands of fam¬ 
ilies struggling to pay for their 
home. 

The National Housing Federa¬ 
tion has called on the Govern¬ 
ment and the whole housing 
industry to take a long-term 
joined-up approach to tackle the 
market difficulties and release 
publicly-owned brownfield land 
to housing associations so they 
can build more houses.

When a car designer says the 
fuel filler flap is "rather spe¬ 
cial" it's not hard to deduce 
that many hours have been 
sweated over the car this lit¬ 
tle metal cover is attached to. 

The car in question is the lat¬ 
est VW Golf, seventh in a line that 
stretches back 38 years and more 
than 29 million cars. So yes, you 
could say getting the Golf right is 
important for the people in the de¬ 
sign department. 

And everyone within Volkswa¬ 
gen itself, for that matter. A quarter 
of all new VWs sold in Europe are 
Golfs. In Britain it’s more still; al¬ 
most one in three. 

So no wonder VW treads carefully 


when it’s time for a new one (it ar¬ 
rives here in January). To many eyes 
this latest Golf (Mk VII) is the best 
looking of the lot and still very obvi¬ 
ously a Golf. 

Back to the same designer quoted 
above: it’s important you can tell 
you’re looking at a Golf (any Golf) 
from 200 yards away. It’s a market¬ 
ing virtue enjoyed by few other cars, 
with the Porsche 911 and Range Rov¬ 
er on our designer’s short list. 

Volkswagen is proud of lots of its 
new baby’s vital features, but cut¬ 
ting up to 100 kilos from a car that’s 
longer and wider than before - and 
rather roomier for people and lug¬ 
gage - is top of the list. 

This slimming regime means bet¬ 
ter performance, improved economy 


and lower emissions. A useful 23 ki¬ 
los, the weight of a well-stuffed holi¬ 
day suitcase, has been shaved from 
the body alone, but VW says clever 
design has left it stronger and safer 
than ever. 

Among the safety upgrades are 
brakes that slow the vehicle after a 
collision (when the driver might be 
occupied elsewhere) to minimize 
the risk of a second impact. Buy a 
posher version and it will bang on 
the brakes by itself if it detects an 
impending low-speed collision. 

There are, in fact, a host of safety 
and luxury features offered that have 
been drawn from cars in the class 
above, including adaptive cruise 
control that keeps a set distance to 
the vehicle ahead and suspension 


with five driver-selected settings. 

And talking of suspension, this 
new Golf rides quite beautifully, 
subtly levelling out the sometimes 
bumpy Sardinian roads chosen to 
show off the newcomer. 

Add in a quality interior that 
makes you wonder why anyone 
would choose a dearer new Audi A3 
(a fine car in its latest guise, but a 
new Golf underneath) when they go 
shopping for a classless hatchback. 

The new Golf goes on sale here in 
January, costing from £16,330 for the 
entry level 1.2 litre S to £24,625 for 
the range- topping GT 2.0 litre TDI 
150 with the quite excellent DSG au¬ 
tomatic gearbox. 

It took only a very few miles in 
both a 1.4 litre petrol and 2.0 litre 


diesel to reveal a car that’s instant 
five-star material. 

The 1.4 petrol impressed with 
plenty of punch and you’d never 
know that two of the engine’s four 
cylinders close down on light throt¬ 
tle openings to save fuel. 

You can hear the engine more in 
the diesel, but it’s a distant sporty 
hum that adds to the drive rather 
than proving a noisy distraction. 

Neither car has quite the nimble 
enthusiasm for a corner you’ll find 
in a Focus, but they feel so grown 
up and polished you don’t want the 
journey to end. 

The designers must already be 
gently imagining what they’ll do 
when Golf Mk VIII is needed in a few 
years’ time. I don’t envy their task...

Nicholls thanks Town 
fans for their support 


COBBLERS striker Alex Ni¬ 
cholls has tweeted from his 
hospital bed to say thank you 
to fans for goodwill messages 
in the wake of Saturday's in¬ 
jury horror. 

The 24-year-old frontman has un¬ 
dergone an operation to insert a pin 
in his tibia after suffering a double 
compound fracture of his left leg. 

He was on the receiving end of a 
desperate late lunge from Port Vale 
skipper John McCombe as he scored 
the Cobblers’ opening goal in Satur¬ 
day’s 2-0 win over high-flying Port 
Vale. 

The operation was a success and he 
also underwent a delicate skin graft 
procedure at Northampton General 
Hospital on Monday afternoon. 

Just hours after the skin graft 
he tweeted to say: “Just recovering 
from my second operation. I am over¬ 
whelmed with the calls, messages 
and tweets and I can’t thank you all 
enough. I am feeling very tired at 


the minute but will speak to you all 
soon.” 

Nicholls was joined at the hospital 
on Saturday afternoon by his par¬ 
ents, partner and young daughter, 
who had all been at Sixfields to watch 
the game, only to see him lay motion¬ 
less in the penalty area for 12 minutes 
and receive treatment from medical 
teams before leaving the ground in 
an ambulance. 

Meanwhile, Port Vale boss Micky 
Adams hit out at referee Richard 
Clark for the part the official played 
in Saturday’s surprise defeat. 

Clark angered Adams with his de¬ 
cision to send off skipper McCombe 
for the late challenge on Nicholls. 

He was also angry at the decision 
not to award his side a penalty at the 
end of the first half when Joe Wid- 
dowson tangled with Ashley Vincent 
in the box. 

Cobblers fans behind the goal were 
insistent there was no contact but the 
Valiants were left fuming at the deci¬ 
sion, sparking a 20-man melee as the 


whistle blew for the interval. Adams 
said: “The red card incident com¬ 
pletely changed the game. We were 
always chasing the game after that 
incident. 

“I thought we should have had a 
penalty at the end of the first half, it 
was a blatant penalty. I really don’t 
want to have a go at referees, but I 
don’t think he will look back at this 
game with any great pleasure.” 

Clark also angered the home fans 
when he inexplicably ruled out An¬ 
thony Charles’ header, from a long 
Ben Tozer throw-in. 

With Cobblers 2-0 up at half time 
against 10 men, hopes were high for 
a goal glut in the second period, but it 
never materialised as a resilient Vale 
dug deep and frustrated the home 
side. 

Adams said: “I was delighted with 
our second half performance. We had 
problems centre half wise and our 
backs were against the wall, but I was 
absolutely thrilled with the perform¬ 
ance in the second half.”

JIM MALLINDER denies he is 
worried about Saints’ ability to 
finish in the Aviva Premiership 
top four - despite seeing them lose 
their past two league games. 

Mallinder’s men suffered a 16-6 
defeat to rivals Saracens on Satur¬ 
day, failing to convert possession 
into points as Mark McCall’s side 
held out.

Brackley 
lead way 

STEVE DIGGIN bagged both goals 
as Brackley Town regained top 
spot in Blue Square Bet North 
following Monday’s 2-1 victory at 
Worcester City. 

In a first half of few chances, 
Diggin turned home Owen Story’s 
cross to give the visitors a 16th- 
minute lead. 

A flurry of goalmouth activity 
at the end of the half saw Glenn 
Walker’s goal bound shot hit his 
own player and City’s Tom Thor- 
ley hit a fierce free-kick that Billy 
Turley gathered gratefully at the 
second attempt. 

The hosts grabbed the equaliser 
10 minutes after the restart direct 
from a corner through a defensive 
gaffe, the goal credited to Greg 
Mills. 

Owen Story’s 63rd-minute free- 
kick crashed onto the bar as both 
sides sought the crucial third goal 
and it was Saints who conjured it 
with 14 minutes remaining. 

Fine work on the right by Walk¬ 
er found Diggin on the by-line in 
the danger zone. Diggin turned 
two defenders and fired home 
from a tight angle high into the 
roof of the net beyond keeper 
Glyn Thompson.
